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Renewed Laos bombing stirs 
Capitol; Kissinger to Paris? 
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WASHINGTON (UPI)—President Nix ­ 
on, who has ordered renewed American 


bombing in Laos becau se of Commu nist 


cease-fire v iolations, may send Henry A. 


Kissinger back to Paris for fu rther nego­ 


tiations, White Hou se sou rces report. 
U.S. officials annou nced the resu mp­ 
tion of the bombing of Laos Monday , 
say ing it was in response to a “ flagrant, 
ov ert, u nprompted and u nju stified” Com­ 
mu nist attack that ov erran a Laotian 
town. They said the U.S. strik es wou ld 
not be on a day -by -day basis. 
The step inspired some criticism on 


Capitol Hill. Sen. George S. McGov ern, 


Nix on’s opponent in the presidential elec­ 
tion last fall, said he wondered if the 


adm inistration 
had 
learned 
any thing 


abou t the “ fu tility af ju ngle bombing.” 


“The bombing of Cambodia and now 
the renewed bombing of Laos only mean 
more waste of dollars, new danger of 
captu red prisoners and some day more 
proposals that we repay the dam age,” 
McGov ern said. “ For God’s sak e, let’s 
q u it bombing Sou theast Asia and begin 
rebu ilding America.” 
One White Hou se sou rce said there was 


a possibility Kissinger, who negotiated 
the Jan. 27 cease-fire, wou ld be sent 
back to Paris to meet with Le Du e Tho, 
North Vietnam’s peace negotiator. The 
sou rce said this might tak e place within 
10 day s. 
Administration sou rces said Nix on was 
considering a whole series of steps in ad­ 
dition to the bombing in Cambodia and 
Laos to meet the North Vietnamese chal­ 
lenge, bu t they stressed no consideration 
was being giv en at this time to a re­ 
su mption of the bombing of North Viet­ 
nam . 
Nix on has warned pu blicly on three oc­ 


casions that he may react v igorou sly if 
the Commu nists continu e to v iolate the 
settlement. 
“ We are v ery concerned,” 
Depu ty 
White Hou se Press Secretary Gerald L. 
Warren said Monday . “We are watching 
the situ ation.” 
Despite the resu mption of bombing in 
Laos, nothing appeared to be shaping u p 
in Congress in the way of antiwar legis­ 
lation. There was no indication the new 
U.S. military action wou ld create a driv e 
to block $500 million in transfer au thority 
needed by the administration to continu e 
the war. 


Sen. Stu art Sy mington, D-Mo., joined 
McGov ern in criticizing the bombing. 
“Thi* is some peace,” Sy mington said. 
Sen. J. William Fu lbright, D-Ark ., chair­ 
man of the Senate Foreign Relations 
Committee, was ask ed what he thou ght 
of the bombing and replied, “ I don’t 
think mu ch of it.” 
Nix on said in a speech to constru ction 
u nion leaders in Washington Monday that 
if McGov ern’s policies had been followed 
in Vietnam some U.S. prisoners of war 
still wou ld be in Hanoi’s prisons. He also 
u sed the occasion to defend his Defense 
Department bu dget.

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City officials anxious about county closing branch 
Pomona may open its own assessors office 


POMONA - the city staff Monday 
night was directed to look into the p ossi­ 
bility of city government op ening its own 
assessor’s office if Los Angeles County 
^oes ahead with p lans to close the coun­ 
ty assessor’s branch at 435 W. Mission 
Blvd. 
The City Council directed City Admin­ 
istrator Ora E. Lamp man to do what he 
could to convince county officials to keep 
the county branch op en. 
The council reacted favorably to the 
idea of the city starting its own assessor 
op erations if the county office is closed 
here. 
Lamp man informed the council he had 


received official notice the county office 
would close and had invited a rep re­ 
sentative of County Assessor Philip Wat­ 
son’s office to attend Monday ’s meeting 
to p rovide more information on the 
move. 
Watson’s office had notified Lamp man 
that a rep resentative would not be in at­ 
tendance. 
“I think the worst thing about the 
whole matter is the way they (county 
officials) 
ap p roached 
it,” 
Lamp man 
commented. 
Lamp man had ex p lained that he had 
learned about the closing after checking 
up on a rumor he had heard from a se­ 


cretary . 
He called the local office which sug­ 
gested he talk to the West Covina office 
where Lamp man said he received word 
the closing was true. 
According to the city administrator, 
staff members have estimated 20 to 25 
p ersons use the Pomona office daily — 
an office that was, op ened in 1933. 
If the city does op en its own office, 
said Councilman C. L. Bry ant, citizens 
would p robably get better service. 
The council discussed briefly the kinds 
of service the p rop osed city office would 
offer and Lamp man asked that the city 
not p roceed with the p rop osal until it 


knows ex actly what it was doing. 
For ex amp le, Lamp man said, he was 
unsure whether such a city office would 
be resp onsible for assessments based 
solely on the city tax rate or also on the 
county tax rate. 
City Clerk Larry Thomas said other 
cities that op erate their own office have 
a dual op eration. 
May or Richard C. Brownell’s comment 
about the county move was that ‘‘it’s 
another one of those p olitical p loy s de­ 
signed to take away from us ex isting 
resp onsibilities.” He did not elaborate. 
On another matter, Brownell, who is 
running for re-election today against Ray 


J. Lep ire, ex p ressed his irritation over a 
city staff mix -up on the deadline for fil­ 
ing camp aign financial statements. 
Brownell said he had been led 
to be­ 
lieve by the city staff that municip al 
candidates in today ’s election were re­ 
quired to file a financial 
sta tement fo r 
the March 13 p rimary by Monday . Brow­ 
nell had filed a statement by closing 
time on Monday , Lep ire had not. 
As has been p ast p ractice, Thomas 
said he had notified successful candi­ 
dates in the p rimary that the statements 
were required ‘‘p rior” to today ’s general 
election. 
But Thomas said 
he 
subsequently 


lea rned fro m City Atty . Pa trick Sa mpso n 
tha t sta tements fro m the six runo ff ca n- . 
dida tes were no t required until 3 5 da y s 
a fter the prima ry , a dea dline tha t fa lls 
to da y . 
Bro wnell sa id he did no t believ e this 
fo llo wed the intent o f the la w a nd Sa m­ 
pso n a g reed. 
So meo ne fro m the a udience sa id Bro w­ 
nell sho uld ha v e do ne his ho mewo rk a nd 
the ma y o r replied tha t a s a pa rt-time 
city o fficia l, he sho uld no t be ex pected to 
question a ll the a dv ice g iv en by the full­ 
time city sta ff.

Capital gains: fair 
or unfair system? 


I ik e the an n u al reappearan ce of the cherry hlos* 
soms arou n d the Tidal Basin . it's tax reform talk 
time again in Washin gton . 
1 licit on the agen da is the su bject of capital gain s, 
u n der which in come deriv ed from the sale of su ch 
assists as stock s. Kin ds an d real estate is tax ed at a 
lower rate than in come from wages an d salaries. 
The rate is abou t 5 0 per cen t that ot ordin ary 
in come, the object bein g to en cou rage an d reward 
in v estmen t that will help dev elop the U.S. econ omy . 
Yet it seems that almost n obody lik es the special 
treatmen t accorded capital gain s. A n u mber ° ‘ 
grou ps, su ch as Common Cau se, Ralph Nader s Tax 
Reform Research In stitu te an d the AFL-CIO, hav e 
mou n ted campaign s to rev ise the capital gain s law. 
“The most glarin g in equ ity in the presen t tax 
code is its application of differen t rates to differen t 
k in ds of in come,” say s Fortu n e magazin e editor 
Richard Armstron g. 
“It’s pretty hard to ju stify treatin g a capital gain 
differen tly from ordin ary in come,” say s 
W1** 
bu r Mills, D-Ark ., chairman of the Hou se Way s an d 
Mean s Committee. “I’v e n ev er felt there is an y thin g 
more sacrosan ct abou t the profit from the sale of an 
asset than from the sweat of y ou r brow.” 
Bu t then the con gressman proceeds to offer ju sti­ 
fication by addin g, “If people had to pay regu Jar 
tax rates on capital gain s, they d n ev er sell (their 
assets). You ’d freeze them in their presen t assets. 
At least on e bu sin essman su ggests thal rather 
than shrin k or close the capital gain s “loophole, 
it 
shou ld be v astly widen ed. 
In recen t testimon y before Mills’ committee, Ross 
Perot, chairman of the board of Electron ic Data 
Sy stems, In c., proposed that ev ery American be gi- 
v en the opportu n ity to accu mu late a lifetime total of 
$100,000 in capital gain s, tax free. Abov e the $100,000 
threshhold, capital gain s in come wou ld be han dled as 
it is n ow.

Perot lik en s the flow of capital in the Un ited 
States to the Mississippi Riv er. It seems in con cei­ 
v able that the water in it cou ld ev er dry u p. 
Bu t the Mississippi depen ds u pon in n u merable 
sprin gs, creek s an d small riv ers. Simply by cloggin g 
an d dammin g these tribu taries, it wou ld be possible 
to tu rn it in to a ditch. 
In the same fashion , he say s, if we shou ld close

This prev iou s espion age mission has 
been described to a federal gran d ju ry 
by James McCord, Presiden t Nix on ’s 
erstwhile campaign secu rity chief, who 
con fessed he bu gged Democratic offi­ 
cial Spen cer Oliv er’s telephon e while 
others photographed party docu men ts. 
The Memorial 
Day break -in was 
staged by eight men , three more than 
were cau ght at gu n poin t in early hou rs 
of Ju n e 17. Ask ed how man y actu ally 
en tered the Democratic lair, McCord 
told the secret, pan el: “Sev en Cu ban s 
an d me or 1. I thin k that’s correct.” 
“ An d do y ou remember the differen t 
fu n ction s that were performed by an y 
of the differen t people?” he was ask ed. 
“ I mean , what were they doin g? Cou ld 
y ou tell u s that?” 
“ M y 
fu n ction 
ex plain ed 
McCord, “was electron ics, while Mr. 
(Bern ard) Bark er wen t throu gh v ari­ 
ou s an d su n dry files, an d he an d some 
of the others pick ed ou t certain mate­ 
rial to be photographed. It seems to 
me that Bark er helped set u p, or on e 
of the men helped net up, the pho to g ra -

the office. The other Cu ban s, gen et- 
ally , seemed to be su pportin g Mr.^Bar­ 
k er in the photographic operation . 
He was ask ed how lon g they stated 
in side. “It seems to me," he an swered 
“that we were in a cou ple of hou rs. It 
may hav e been a little less than that, 
abou t an hou r an d a half." 
Goin g in to more detail, McCord testi­ 
fied: “ As best I recall, the others wen t 
in first, wen t throu gh the fron t door. 
An d 1 got a call, 1 thin k from (How­ 
ard) Hu n t, as best I recall, by tele­ 
phon e from his office at the W atergate 
Hotel, which con v ey ed the message 
that, in so man y words, that the men 
were in side an d I shou ld go ahead an d 
join them. 
“So I came u p the back stairs frorq 
the basemen t, which were taped, an d 
came u p to the back door, an d i thin k 
Fran k Stu rgis let me in the back 
door.” 
The prosecu tors wan ted to k n ow how 
the other con spirators got in the fron t 
door. “Well,” said McCord, “ I wasn ’t 
tY\ere, but my understa nding was that 


a lock smith open ed the lock or other­ 
wise they jimmied it.” 
Earlier, McCord told the gran d ju ry 
he had pu rchased the bu ggin g dev ices 
in Chicago. Sey mou r Glan zer, an assis­ 
tan t U.S. attorn ey , showed him an 
electron ic dev ice. 
“ Mr. McCord . . . 
said Glan zer, 
“ I wan t to ask y ou , sir, if this is on e of 
the dev ices that y ou pu rchased from 
Mr. Stev en s of the Stev en s Compan y in 
Chicago?” 
“ 1 can say that it lock s lik e it,” 
agreed McCord. “ It’s abou t the same 
’ size. I can ’t positiv ely iden tify it, be­ 
cau se there’s n o serial n u mbers on it, 
bu t it has a v ery close appearan ce an d 
I wou ld gu ess it was the same.” 
“ I see,” said Glan zer. “ An d does it 
resemble the on e that y ou placed u pon 
Spen cer Oliv er’s phon e?” 
“ It does,” testified McCord. 
After the Ju n e arrest, McCord got 
rid of most of the in crimin atin g equ ip­ 
men t. He ex plain ed to the gran d ju ry : 
“ Some of that equ ipmen t I had stored 
in a sort of wooden cabin et, alon g with 
a lot of other electcon ic parts that had 
been pu rchased, an d these were stored 
in a closet n ear the lau n dry room, in 
my home . . . Lik e some people hav e 
a carpen try work shop, I hav e a bit of 
an area there where I k ept some of the 
electron ic equ ipmen t.

Tax allocation change would benefit Walnut 


WALNUT — Walnut 
would 
receive 
$136.000 in state sales taxes if tax reve­ 


nues were allocated on a per capita 


basis, according to information released 


by nearby Baldwin Park in its battle 


against current tax apportionment meth­ 
ods. 


Walnut and 35 other cities are support­ 
ing Baldwin Park in litigation to- change 
the state tax allocation system to be 
based on population instead of total 
sales. 
Because sales taxes are allotted to the- 
cities where the sales take place small 
communities like Walnut receive a min 


imal amount, Walnut Mayor 
Richard 
Laughter explained. 
Walnut’s 19 businesses generated $12,- 
856 from the city's one per cent share 
of the five per cent tax last year. In 1969 
Walnut received $18,000, with $18,500 col­ 
lected in 1970 and $22,900 in 1971. 
The decrease in last year’s tax reve­ 


nue is due to an error in previous years 
that sent Pomona Ready Mix taxes to 
the city instead of the county. 
Taxes from the concrete plant were' er­ 
roneously credited to Walnut so the city 
had to pay back a portion of the miscre- 
dited funds. 
“ A lot of cities are a bit reluctant to 


go with Baldwin Park's proposal because 
they think they’re going to lose, but 
they’re really going to benefit in the long 
run,” Laughter said. 
Large cities are against per capita 
sales tax allocations, Laughter said, be­ 
cause they could lose money. Without 
the bfg city support it’s difficult to get 


legislation through governmental bodies, 
he said. 
Regional shopping centers in Covina, 
Montclair and other areas attract shop­ 
pers from a wide range of cities but 
keep the sales tax revenue, Laughter 
said. ‘‘We naturally can't compete with 
the big cities,” he said.

from 
classification which 
vould limit leasing of the apartments to 
families with no children under 5 to one 
which would allow him to build apart­ 
ments for families with limited numbers 
of children. 
Yedor told the West Covina officials 
that he is unable to get financing under 
the current zoning. Since the tract is 
within the boundaries of the Rowland 
school district, the West Covina officials 
had asked the Rowland board to declare 
its position on the zone change. 
Supt. Stanley Oswalt told trustees that 
the school district has ‘‘no grounds to 


oppose the specific project.” 
At Oswalt’s recommendation, however, 
the board adopted a policy statement 
which expressed concern about any new 
development which brings new students 
into the district’s overcrowded school sys- 
t e m , particularly federally-subsidized 


housing which increases county popula­ 
tion averages. 
The Rowland board had adopted pre­ 
viously a policy on density which opposes 
any new construction which would lower 
the assessed valuation per student in the 
district.

some self-analysis and try to 
discover some of the reasons 
you are so “ disturbed” by 
doing household tasks.

Dr. Urie 
Bronfenbrenner, 
professor of psychology at 
Cornell University, feels that 
many women’s lives are be­ 
coming intolerable because 
they are expected to do too 
much. He says women in this 
country7 have no status any 
more because American men 
don’t “ honor them.” Women 
today are facing bigger prob­ 
lems and responsibilities for 
smaller rewards. 
The fact that your wife 
works on the outside too, 
means that she is undoubted­ 
ly doing double jobs. This is 
working “ overtime” without 
extra pay and without any 
kind of reward from you. 
Dr. Bronfenbrenner says that 
women have lost a lot of the 
the rewards and assistance 
they used to get, while men 
have kept all their former 
benefits. Women such as your 
wife are expected to perform 
female tasks and be profes­ 
sionals as well.

It. may well be that you and 
your wife married for the 
wrong reasons. This is not at 
all uncommon in our society. 
However, if you once thought 
that you were happily married, 
it would certainly be well to try 
to be honest w7ith each other 
now in discussing your prob­ 
lems and to spend some time 
trying to work them out to re­ 
move the source of tension. 
By improving communication 
with each other, by learning 
to respect each other as indi­ 
viduals. you may find that 
you can revitalize your mar­ 
riage.

His skipping heart 


4-card major worries young man

Rixi Markus is a staunch 
advocate of the almost indis­ 
criminate use of the four-card 
major suit opening.

s p a d e opening effectively 
stole the spade suit from her 
opponents and after South’s 
t h r e e no-trump bid West 
couldn't lead a spade and led 
his long suit to collect six 
tricks in it right off the bat. 
At all other tables South 
played in spades and made 12 
tricks. Most were in game: a 
couple of pairs just got to a 
part score while some hardy 
souls actually bid the slam. 
This hand certainly shows 
merit to the random four-card 
major suit opening. Five-card 
majors can produce just as 
devastating examples of bad 
results due to this type of 
opening. 
We will continue to stand 
by our own theory, which is 
to 
avoid 
four-card 
major 
openings as much as possible, 
but not to leave them entirely 
out of our bidding kit.

DEAR Dr. LAM B—I am 21 
years old and ever since I 
was 18 I have had heart 
skip9, flutters and sometimes 
my heart will beat as fast as 
160 beats per minute. Twice I 
have had to get shots in 
the vein to make it slow 
down . I ’ve had 
two elec­ 
trocardiograms and last sum­ 
mer I had an X ray. Some­ 
times I bend over, and when 
I raise up, my heart feels like 
it’s stopped beating for a mo­ 
ment. 
My doctor says there isn't 
anything seriously wrong with 
my heart. Could I be having 
heart failure? What causes 
these? I am a very' nervous 
person and I am about 40 
pounds overweight. Could this 
be it? 
I haven’t done any exercise 
for almost a year because 
I’m scared about my heart. 
The only medicines I am tak­ 
ing are nerve pills to calm me 
down. 
Dear Reader — Since you've 
already seen a doctor and 
presumably he has examined 
you this would tend to rule 
out most of the serious heart 
diseases that could be asso­ 
ciated with this type of skipp­ 
ing of beats and irregula­ 
rities. 
Individuals who have such 
problems, of course, should 
have a good examination to 
make sure their thyroid isn’t 
overactive or that there isn't 
s o m e 
underlying 
cardiac 
problem. In young individuals 
who have a definite history of 
heart problems or findings on 
examination, 
such 
irregula­ 
rities are not usually a sign 
of serious heart disease. 
In such instances there is 
some irritability of the heart, 
meaning that some of the tiny 
specialized 
muscle 
fibers 
within the heart are able to 
trigger 
the heart 
to 
beat 
prematurely causing the sen­ 
sation of the heart skipping a 
beat. Such conditions are not 
the same thing as heart fail­ 
ure. 
In individuals who have re­ 
current problems of this sort. 
without any evidence of heart 
disease or other underlying 


medical problems, it’s diffi­ 


cult to say what causes them. 
It is certainly true that ner­ 


vousness contributes to the 
p r o b l e m . Anything which 


causes a release of adrenalin 
and adrenalin-like chemicals, 


such as occurs with nervous 
tension and stress, seems to 
aggravate the problem. Cof­ 
fee, because it contains caf­ 
feine which is a stimulant to 
the heart, can also aggravate 
this condition in people who 
are prone to have this prob­ 
lem. Indigestion is sometimes 
a factor and so is the use of 
cigarettes. Most doctors rec­ 
ommend that patients who 
have t|is type of problem 
should avoid coffee, tea. colas 
and all stimulating drinks and 
should desist from smoking if 
that is one of their habits. 
Beyond that, I would sug­ 
gest that you might actually 
begin a mild exercise pro­ 
gram. Since you haven’t been 
active, you will need to do 
this to begin with by walking 
and you should start with a 
15-minute walk a day, then 
gradually build up so that you 
can walk an hour a day with­ 
out being excessively tired. 
Beyond that point you might 
be able to progress to more 
vigorous 
physiaal 
activity. 
This will help you get rid of 
that extra 40 pounds, unless 
you increase your dietary in­ 
take, and there is some evi­ 
dence that a good sensible 
exercise program decreases 
the likelihood and frequency 
of the heart irregularities or 
the sensation of the heart 
skipping a beat.
